The object is to prevent 
evaporation from the egg. 
Cutting off 
the air from the con touts of the egg 
preserve# them longer than will any 
other treatment. 
Au egg which has 
lain in bran even for a few* day# will 
smell and taste musty. 
Packed in lima 
eggs will be stained. 
Covered with a 
coat of spirit varnish eggs have kept so 
perfectly that after the lapse of two 
years chickens were hatched from them. 
A good egg will sink in a body of 
water; if stale, a l*>dy of air inside th# 
shell will frequently cause it to float. 
When boiled a fit sh egg will adhere to 
the shell, which will have a rough ex­ 
terior; if stale, the outside wrill ba 
smooth and gla^y. 
Looking through a paper tube di­ 
rected toward the light an egg held 
to the end of the tube will appear 
translucent if fresh; but if stale it will 
bo dark—almost opaque. 
Spirit varnish for preserving eggs ii 


it ade by dissolving 
gum shellac La 
enough alc«4*ol to make a thin varnish. 
Coat each egg with this and pack, lilt!# 
end down, so that they rnnnot move, 
in bran, sawdust, or sand; the sand ii 
best. 
Whatever is u*-«*d for packing 
should >>e ch an aud dry. 
For preserv­ 
ing in lime a p okie is made of the best 
stone lime, tine, ch an Halt anti water 
enough to n ake a strong brine, usually 
sixty or sixty-ti .r gallons of water, six 
or eight quarts of .-alt, and a bushel of 
lime are luted. 
The lime should ba 
slacked with a p< rtion of the water, the 
aah and remainder of the water is then 
added.

aettled dip or draw the liquid off in ta 
the cask in which the eggs are to bi 
proserve*l.

A good egg will sink in a body of 
water; if stale, a 1x>dy of air inside tho 
shell will frequently cause it to float. 
When boiled a fr» ah egg will adhere to 
the shell, which will have a rough ex­ 
terior; if fttale, the outride will bo 
smooth and glaray. 
Looking through a paper tube di­ 
rected toward the light an egg held 
to the end of the tube will appear 
translucent if /resh; but if stale it will 
bo dark almost opaque. 
Spirit varnish for preserving eggs ift 
nrade by dissolving gum shellac ia 
enough alc»4‘ol t«. make a thin varniah. 
Coat each egg with this and pack, littlft 
end down, so that they cannot move, 
in bran, Fawdust, or sand; the sand ift 
beet. Whatever i* u*«*d for packing 
should be clean and dry. For preserv­ 
ing in lime a pickle im made of the best 
stone linu*,

First he gives

Capt. Nutt is dead. 
This fact can

ing force than upon my own. 
I 
had no more maiaee against the 
man than against mv on n mother. 
Why should I have? 
He never 
wronged me. 
No man respected 
him more than did I, and 110 man 
reveres his memory more than I 
do now*. 
The images of the dis­ 
consolate widow and the hatpless 
orphan children raise up before me 
like accusing spirits, and if such a 
thing were possible gladly would I 
lie down in this man s grave and 
restore him to his desolate family. 
Could I have known the culmina­ 
tion of this wretched affair, how 
much better would it have been for 
me to have sacrificed my lite’s hap­ 
piness and self-respect upon the 
altar of pacification. 
But I fool­ 
ishly thought I was doing Capt. 
N utt a cruel kindness and taking a 
stand for the preservation of my 
own honor.

I have

and a mockery. 
My enemies teach 
that the whole matter was a deep- 
laid scheme; that I deliberately 
ruined the daughter and then kill­

ple will see that I am merely the 
victim of circumstances and my 
own folly.

Use* of Lumber. 
A\ orthtrestern Lumberman’. 
It is 
interesting to study the changes 
which are continually taking place 
in the use of lumber. 
White pine,

ing its way in, and hardwoods are 
receiving more of a recognition 
from year 
to year. 
The use of 
maple for flooring, and other hard­ 
woods for finishing has passed be­ 
yond any experiment.

and that for furniture. 
“ Finished 
in hardwood" is a comparatively 
new phrase, hut one that is bound 
to he in mens’ mouths more and 
more as time goes on.

From an utter valueless wood, it 
has taken a place up toward the 
head of the class.

fashion, and the ingenuity of the 
grainer and the painter again call­

It is unreason­ 
able to look for such a change.—

Egypt is not destined to become 
a popular summer resort.
